Vote In Political

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Jan. 
81.—A United Nations indict­ 
ment of Communist China as 
an aggressor headed today for 
the formality of assembly rati­ 
fication and Chief American 
Delegate Warren Austin hailed 
the overwhelming affirmative 
vote with “I am thankful to 
God.” 
The 60-nation political com­ 
mittee at 10:25 last night con­ 
cluded a 12-week struggle 
over the American resolution 
which had involved the world’s 
capitals, and branded the Pei­ 
ping regime an aggressor in 
Korea. 
Assembly To Act 
The General Assembly will meet 
tomorrow to plfce its stamp on 
the resolution which will require a 
vote of 34 states for a two-thirds 
majority. 
Unlike the political committee, 
the assembly does not tally absten­ 
tions and non-participations. In 
the political committee where the 
vote came after daylong debate 
and Russian and Arab-Asian de­ 
lays. the count was 44 to 7 with 
eight abstentions. Saudi Arabia re* 
iused io participate. 
The American proposal calls for 
a study of sanctions against the

measures committee. It also steps 
up a three-man “good offices 
committee to explore further peace 
possibilities. 
Reject Seven-Power Parley

Congress. 
Connally’s F o r e i g n Relations

of Congress. 
Friday morning he 
will go before a similhr House 
committee session and then on Fri­ 
day night address the country at 
large. 
Will Shape Issue 
His views will shape the terms 
of the pending Senate resolution 
on the “troops to Europe" issue. 
Now in the hands of two Senate 
committees, the declaration is ex­ 
pected to emerge as an affirma­ 
tive endorsement of committing 
some additional ground forces to 
the defense of western Europe. 
After the World War II com­ 
mander and former chief of staff 
has been heard, Connally said he 
will call the joint chiefs of staff 
and Secretary of State Acheson to 
testify on the troops proposal. 
The Senate chairman predicted: 
“From w'hat General Eisenhow­ 
er has already said, I believe he 
will recommend that we go ahead 
and that he will be against any 
limitation on the number of troops 
which might hamper us in an 
emergency.” 
Eisenhower’s dramatic and his­ 
toric return to Washington co­ 
incided with the important visit 
of French Prime Minister Pleven, 
who conferred with President Tru­ 
man this week and pledged his 
country’s support in the defense 
effort. Pleven said. France is “your 
ally and not just a fair-weather 
friend.” 
Convincing doubtful members 
of Congress that France will real­ 
ly fight in event of a Soviet move 
will be one of Eisenhower's main 
tasks.

There had been many desertions, the country was demor­ 
alized and divided, money was worthless. The British held 
New York City, Long Island and most of New Jersey. It was 
a beaten army which stood listening to the words of Thomas 
Paine, one of its members. 
“These are times which try men's souls,” he told his com­ 
rades. “The summer soldier and the sunshine patriot will, in 
this crisis, shrink from the service of his country . . . Tyranny, 
like hell, is not easily conquered, yet we have this consolation 
that the harder the conflict the more glorious the triumph. 
“Heaven knows how to set a proper price upon its goods, 
and it would be strange, indeed, if so celestrial an article as 
freedom should not be highly rated.”

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 31.—Nobody on Capitol Hill thinks 
any straighter than Senator Wayne Morse of Oregon, and Morse is 
saying that the Defense Department hasn’t come up with a satisfactory 
manpower plan. 
WelL it hasn’t, and neither has anybody else—as yet. The Defense 
Department is up against the plain fact that you can t be JwopUces 
at the same time. The armed services nqed, or will need, all the men 
they can get for the fighting line. But the national economy needs, 
or will need, the very same men In the production line. If we are 
to fight the International Red Armies, as we are doing right now, we 
must have “bodies.” But simultaneously, as Morse says, we dare not 
sacrifice the «me thing that makes us militarily superior to the 8ino- 
Russian hordes—our technical and industrial supremacy. 
No Satisfactory plan 
We might as well begin by admitting that there is no satisfactory 
olan The best we can hope to get is a realistic one. But anybody who’s 
attended the manpower hearings is apt to despair of getting even that. 
The idea of regimenting our population into a fight-work corps is so 
repugnant that many Senators and Representatives draw back from it 
in dismay. It is not only the central theme of regimentation that 
appalls them, It is also the inescapable fact of discrimination. How to 
decide who's to fight, who’s to work, who’s to teach, who’s to study? 
Petty thinking as well as honest effort get mashed about in these 
wheels within wheels. One statesman can’t bring himself to support 
college student deferment because, he says, It discriminates in favor 
of the “rich”. Others shy off from exempting high-grade students and 
military age teachers because, it is said, that will make cannon-fodder 
of boys who are normal enough not to be bookworms. 
Not Getting Much Help 
In all fairness to the lawmakers, they are not getting much help 
from the expert witnesses who come before them. Too muck, although 
by no means all. of the testimony is special pleading. Secretaries 
Marshall and Rosenberg are right about filling up the replacement 
cadres, but they have not convinced Capitol Hill that 18-year-olds 
should be called before veterans, fathers and reservists. Doctors, den­ 
tists, educators and scientists are making the best cases they can for 
their individual professions. But none of them quite knows how all 
these deferm ents can be granted without hampering the build-up of 
the arm ed forces. 
It begins to appear, in fact, that the manpower problem is too big 
and too complex for Congress to handle. As Morse is saying, we can­ 
not assume that we are living through a crisis of limited duration. He 
believes that we are in for a 35-year ordeal of hot-and-cold warfare 
against International Communism. If he Is even approximately correct, 
the manpower riddle should be quickly separated from politics, 
bureaucracy and special interests. Congress should resolve its diffi­ 
culties by passing an omnibus bill for universal work-fight service. 
And the administration of the catch-all legislation should be given over 
to a well-selected presidential commission. 
Seems No Oilier Way 
There seems no other way to plan the realistic use of manpower, 
present and future. It would not do to win a war in the field and then 
leave behind an America which is short on science and industry. Law­ 
makers. with their manifold duties and their inevitable concern for 
reelection, can’t be expected to study the vast field or to vote without 
prejudice. Neither can we afford to turn decisions over to the military 
mind which, even when lodged in the best of men. has very strict 
limitations. Least of all can we expect to make a sensible compromise 
among the many professions and business groups which have a claim 
on manpower. A law which is written today could have a fatal effect 
upon the manning of schoola, shops and research laboratories in the 
next two decades. 
But s commission, given ample authority but always subject to 
Congressional review, might find some of the answers. At the very 
least it might prevent some mistakes. Manpower, after all, la people. 
In this case it’s the American pimple.

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Bomb Production Program 
Moving At Full Speed'

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 1 — The 
Atomic Energy commission told 
Congress today that it is moving 
full speed ahead with a vast ex­ 
pansion program to produce atom 
or hydrogen bombs. 
The commission’s ninth semi­ 
annual report said 8,000 persons 
will be at work in six months at 
the 200,000-acre site near Aiken, 
S. C., where utimately .35,000 to 
40,000 will be employed in build­ 
ing furnaces and other facilities to 
make plutonium for A-bombs or 
tritium for H-bombs. 
Work is to be started “soon” on 
a 5,000-acre tract near Paducah, 
Ky., where 10,000 will be em­ 
ployed In building a plant dupli­ 
cating the Oak Kidge, Tenn., sys­ 
tem for processing uranium into 
explosives or fuel. 
The commission’s 158-page re­ 
port said that plans are being 
made for new atomic weapons 
tests to be held both on Eniwetok 
island in mid-Pacific and the Air 
Force’s 5,000-acre bombing and 
gunnery range near Las Vegas, 
Nev. 
The report said there will be 
"additional full-scale w e a p o n s 
tests,” and that “the Eniwetok 
proving ground in the Marshall 
islands will continue in use”. 
The 
recent 
explosions 
which 
have rattled windows 100 miles 
away in Nevada were referred to 
as “experiments necessary to the 
atomic weapons development pro­ 
gram”. 
At Los Alamos, N. M , the com­ 
mission said it is providing addi­ 
tional facilities for “the increasing 
number of persons engaged in the 
military application program”. 
On the peacetime side, the com­ 
mission 
indicated 
that 
it may 
bring out its first power furnace 
in a matter of weeks or months. 
This is the so-called breeder re­ 
actor under construction at the 
AEC’s reactor. testing station in 
Idaho, 
The commission said that as

1950 ended, the generator “was be­ 
ing installed,” and that the re­ 
actor’s power plant “was being fa­ 
bricated” at the Argonne labora­ 
tory in Chicago. 
The three million dollar breed­ 
er, however, will produce only an 
experimental amount of electrici­ 
ty, and is considered more import­ 
ant in that it will test theories that 
atomic power plants can produce 
more fuel than they bum—through 
the use of the “spare neutron” 
produced in the atomic process. 
Except for quoting White House 
directives, the commission’s report 
avoided mention of the hydrogen 
bomb. The commission said, how­ 
ever, that permissible dosages of 
tritium in water or air have been 
established. 
Tritium is the extra heavy hy­ 
drogen needed for the H-bomb. 
The commission has emphasized 
that either tritium or plutonium 
can be produced at its big de­ 
velopment in South Carolina. 
The commission merely report­ 
ed “progress” toward the con­ 
struction of an atomic powered 
submarine, but its report con­ 
tained 
some 
guarded 
language 
which indicated renewed hope for 
atomic-powered airplanes. 
The report said the technical 
advisory board of the Oak Ridge 
National laboratory had “suggest­ 
ed lines of work” in the project to 
apply the atom to airplane pro­ 
pulsion.

Choose Between 
East And West 


FRANKFURT, Jan. 31—<INS> 
British 
High 
Commissioner Sir 
Ivone Kirkpatrick said today it is 
up to the western allies to set the 
pace for west Europe “partner 
ship” with Germany. 
Kirkpatrick told an allied press 
luncheon that this responsibility 
stems from the strength of west­ 
ern Europe compared with the 
weakness of Germany. 
The commissioner stressed three 
essential points of allied policy. 
1—No nation can be neutral in 
what he called “the jungle world 
of today.” 
2—The present state 
of the 
world makes 
it impossible for 
Europe to consider itself a “third 
force.” 
3—Europe must choos- between 
east and west. 
The commissioner stated flatly 
that “future developments of our 
affairs hinges upon how we can 
solve the problem of equal rights 
for Germany in dealing with the 
allies.”

Troops Keep 
Well Hidden

SOMEWHERE IN KOREA, Jan. 


3 1 —Somewhere in the mountain­ 
ous country between the Han river 
and 
advancing 
United 
Nations 
battlelines are what are believed 
to be thousands of Chinese Com­ 
munist troops. 
But to aerial observers nothing 
is visible 
The supposed hordea 
have vanished somewhere in the 
snow-covered hills and draws. 
In a flight that covered the en- 
tire area north of the U. N. posi­ 
tions Monday afternoon all the 
way to the junction of the Han 
and Pukhan rivers. 15 miles east 
of Seoul, this correspondent was 
unable to observe a single Com­ 
munist soldier. 
Nevertheless reports persist that 
at least two and possibly four 
Chinese armies of about 30.000 
men each are massed in the area 
below the Han. 
Stiffening Resistance 
U. N. armored spearheads prob­ 
ing from Kumyangjang and Ichon 
have run into what an intelligence 
officer termed “steadily stiffening 
resistance”. 
Capt. Richard 
Poulos. Texar­ 
kana. Ark., an army light plane 
pilot, said the Reds always were 
invisible until the time they at­ 
tacked. 
Then, he said, they streamed 
down secondary trails out of no­ 
where ignoring aerial observation 
and attack. 
Lt. Joseph C. Breitfelder of 
New York city and Monroe. La., 
an aerial observer, said he was able 
to observe with field glasses peo­ 
ple hiding in houses that appeared 
empty to the naked eye. 
The lieutenant pointed out that 
the Chinese and North Korean 
are expert at camouflage. 
They 
move mostly at night and during 
the day hide in houses, caves, 


mines, tunnels, camouflaged fox­ 
holes and tents. 
A favorite trick of the Reds, 
Breitfelder said, is to carry white 
cloaks when the ground is covered 
with snow. When a plane is sighted 
the Reds fall to the ground, pull­ 
ing their cloaks over them. 
Another army flyer, Capt. Rob­ 
ert 
Mohney of Topeka, Kans., 
said Red officers would shoot any 
man who moved while the planes 
were overhead. 
A man standing still may be 
invisible to a pilot but a moving 
figure is easily picked out even 
by pilots of highspeed jets.

Andrade, 28, a Bombay- 
born Indian, shortly after her di­ 
vorce from her first husband be­ 
comes final. 
Illegal Entry Charged 
Andrade is charged with ille­ 
gal entry into the U. S. 
Mrs. 
Knight hired N. Coleman Shapiro, 
prominent 
Philadelphia 
lawyer, 
who pleaded yesterday in U. S. 
district court at Camden for a 
stay of deportation proceedings. 
Shapiro filed a formal appeal 
for a rehearing in the case. 
He 
said he will attempt to obtain bail 
for the former engineer in the 
British merchant marine who has 
been held without bail since his 
arrest in New York last Novem­ 
ber. 
Mrs. Knight said she hopes for 
a delay so that she can marry 
Andrade. 
The marriage, she be­ 
lieves. might permanently delay 
deportation proceedings. 
And, she added, although An­ 
drade has not yet filed declara­ 
tion of intent to become a citi­ 
zen. she hopes that a waiver can 
eventually be obtained from the 
Defense department so that An­ 
drade can join the army “after 
we have been married.” 
Divorce in Two Weeks 
Mrs. Knight, now an adminis­ 
trative employe of the fabric firm 
for which she once modeled, ex­ 
pects her New York divorce from 
Marvin Knight, an ex-tailor from 
her home static of North Carolina, 
to become final in two weeks. She 
said she separated from him three 
and a half years ago. 
Andrade, an ex-salad man in

met her. she said, when he at­ 
tended a dance with a group of

Gets Vivid View 
On Casualties 


By FRANK CONNIFF 
(I. N. S. Staff C o rrespo n dm t) 
WITH THE U. S. MARINES IN 
KOREA. Jan. 31—A reporter who 
j-eturns to this theater of war after 
• stateside hiatus exposes himself 
to the depressing risk that many 
friends and acquaintances from his 
previous visit are no longer among 
the living. 
In fact, the terrible toll of com­ 
bat hits with stronger impact when 
he tries to pick up the threads 
alter an extended absence. 
In­ 
quiries at the various outfits al­ 
ways turn up a number of people 
H ho have been killed'or wounded 
in the intervening weeks. Recon­ 
struction of a battle in which they 
perished 
thus 
holds 
a 
morbid 
clutch for someone who witnessed 
¿he earlier stages of the action. 
It was that way when I sat down 
$iith Lieutenant George McNaugh- 
ton in the command post of the 
First Marine 
Division. 
Lt. 
Mc­ 
Naughton, 
a 
rangy 
27-year-old 
from Hammond, Ind., remembered 
me 
from 
the 
fighting 
around 
Seoul. I happened to be near his * 
platoon just before it jumped off 
against Hill 90, vital to the Com­ 
munist defense of the city. 
There were 45 men in Lt. Me-1 
Naughton’s platoon when it started 1 
down the highway for the attack. 
Twenty-four 
hours 
later, 
there 
were just four left. 
Steep Price To Pay 
Of the entire roster of Dog Com­ 
pany. only 25 men from 140 made 
the brow of Hill 90 the following 
day. It was a steep price to pay, 
although capture of the key bas­ 
tion did cave in Seoul's defense 
line. 
, “We went down the road about 
1.000 yards before we drew any 
real 
fire.” 
said 
the 
lieutenant. 
“Then they started tq pick us off 
one by one. We never did get to 
make a direct attack on the hill 
that afternoon.” 
“It was the next morning when 
we really got clobbered. There was 
a mist on the hill around dawn and 
we got right on top of them before 
they opened up. Turned out later 
there had been 300 and 400 men 
dug in on the hill.” 
Lt. McNaughton talks about com­ 
bat with the matter-of-fact terse­ 
ness of the true Marine. 
There 
was no sentimental moralizing in 
his remarks. Men of his breed are 
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Again 
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schooled to fight and ask for no 
sympathy because the going gets 
rugged. 
* 
Stopped Us Cold 
“They stopped us cold.” he went 
on. 
“That was when those guys 
you were joking with in the ditch, 
Jimmy Frenchman and Joe Schnei­ 
der, got killed. 
Guys were getting 
picked off every tim e they stuck 
their heads over the ridge line”. 
That afternoon, only nine men 
remained of McNaughton’s platoon. 
The company commander, Lt. H. J.

“But he’s down to nine men too. 
That still makes only 18”. 
Just then a bullet knocked off 
the leader of the second platoon

company commander, “there’s only 
17”. 
“Hogjaw” Smith tried to contact 
Lt. Col. Hal Roisie of Moscow, Ida., 
the battalion commander. 
It must 
have been one of the most difficult 
decisions that fine leader ever had 
to make. 
He himself had been 
wounded the day before. 
“He says,” Lt. Smith reported 
back, “we’ve got to try it once 
more, and I’ll lead the damn thing 
myself”. 
"We finally scraped together 44 
men from the whole company for 
the final attack." said Lt. Mc­ 
Naughton. “ ‘Hogjaw’ was the first 
man out of the holes. 
He went 
forward about 100 yards before a 
bullet hit him right between the 
eyes. Then I had to take over the 
company the rest of the way. 
"It was the last shove that did it.

When I counted noses on 
the hill a half hour later there were 
only 25 of us left.

heard ‘Hogjaw’ got the navy cross 
posthumously for the way he led 
the attack”.

by the executive departm ent for 
vast new powers and expenditures 
in an area only remotely connect­ 
ed with defense.”

Warning Signal 
Miller stressed the importance 
of each citizen familiarizing him­ 
self with the official air raid 
warning signals in the second of 
two directives sent to county civil 
defense coordinators. 
“To all practical purposes this 
is a war maneuver and should be 
regarded as such,” the directive 
•tated. "You are requested to go 
into this air raid warning test 
exercise as completely as your 
facilities and the degree of organ­ 
ised readiness will permit.” 
The test will coincide with an 
exercise scheduled by the Air 
Force to include the 624 Pennsy­ 
lvania observation posts to be 
manned both days. Warnings will 
be issued through the 15 Pennsyl­ 
vania key point warning centers to 
warning stations in 67 counties. 
Original instructions sent out 
last week noted that three short 
sharp, separate blasts will precede 
the "red alert” signaling 
immin­ 
ent attack” which is a three-mm- 
ute fluctuating note on sirens and

Assemblyman White Gives 
F.E.P.C. Bill Explanation 


One of the early bills of the 
present session of the Pennsyl­ 
vania General Assembly is the 
Fair Employment Practices Bill, 
Both the Republican and Demo­ 
cratic parties have endorsed the 
idea of FEPC and a bill of this 
sort seems to have better than a 
fair chance of becoming law. 
In order to have the proposed 
bill understood more generally, 
General Assemblyman Robert M. 
White II, explains the provisions 
in the following statement. 
“The Fair Employment Practices 
Act is one of the more important 
bills that will be presented to the 
General Assembly this session. No 
doubt all of you have heard about 
it but few of you had the oppor­ 
tunity to read it in its printed 
form. 
“I would like to tell you of its 
im portant features in 
my own 
words but I ask that you keep in 
mind that I am not talking for or 
against the passage of this bill. I 
only hope to explain its contents to 
you. I might say that it will prob­ 
ably be made a part of our state 
law as it has the support of both 
m ajor political parties. I have cer­ 
tain opinions with respect to parts 
of the bill and I will express these 
opinions to you. 
“The act is designed to protect 
employees 
who "can 
be distin­ 
guished by reason of their race, 
color, religious creed, ancestry or 
national origin. This in itself gives 
the bill broad powers of applica­ 
tion for it covers almost all of the 
minority groups of our society. 
“The act will regulate us all and 
in particular employers, employ­ 
ment agencies, labor organizations 
and others who are in a position to 
discriminate against an employee 
of a particular race, color, religious 
creed, ancestry or national origin. 
“An employer is defined as any 
person employing six or more per­ 
sons within the state. It includes 
the commonwealth itself and all its 
subdivisions, i.e., the various state 
agencies, the cities, the coyfities, 
the school districts and so forth. It 
does not include church groups, 
clubs, charity groups or other sec­ 
tarian societies unless these groups 
or associations receive financial 
assistance from the government. 
This would mean that all hospitals

receiving state aid would be sub­ 
ject to this act. Church schools re­ 
receiving aid from the state might 
not be affected in the Fair Employ­ 
ment Practices Commission, estab­ 
lished by this act, should rule that 
this was a particular occpuation 
which required the employment of 
persons of one single race, color, 
religious creed, ancestry or na­ 
tional origin. Such a rule would 
be made if it did not defeat the 
purpose and the intent of the act. 
“The particular prohibitions im­ 
posed are as follows: 
“An employer cannot refuse to 
hire a person of the protected 
class merely because he belongs to 
one of these minority groups. He 
cannot discharge an employee on 
such grounds or otherwise discrim­ 
inate against him in respect to his 
pay or in respect to the terms, 
conditions or privileges of employ­ 
ment 
“No e m p l o y e r , employment 
agency or labor organization can 
collect, keep or use information, 
records or application forms which 
would be used in connection with 
a person’s application for employ 
ment or membership and which 
makes reference to his face, coior, 
religious creed, ancestry or na­ 
tional origin. 
“No e m p l o y e r , employment 
agency or labor organization can 
in any way advertise that they pre­ 
fer or in any way limit employ­ 
ment or application to membership 
to a particular class of society. Nor 
can they in any way set up a quota 
system in relation to the employ­ 
ment or admission into member­ 
ship of these minorities. 
“Segregation is defined as an act 
of discrimination. Segregation can­ 
not be practiced in any way, even 
to the extent that employment 
agencies, labor organizations, train­ 
ing schools and centers cannot be 
established for the purpose of 
serving those 
members 
of the 
working class who belongs to one 
of the minority groups. 
“An employment agency cannot 
refuse to serve a person seeking 
employment merely because he be­ 
longs to, or is a member of, a 
minority group protected by the 
act. And the service given to any 
such person must be as complete 
as is the service given any other 
individual. 
“No person seeking employment 
can in any way publish the fact 
that he is a member of a certain 
race, color, religious creed, an­ 
cestry or national origin so that 
he might gain a preference from 
any prospective employer. 
“Anyone w'ho in any way at­ 
tempts to prevent our citizenry 
from complying with this act or to 
cause an act of discrimination to 
be practiced w'ill be subject to the 
punishment called for by this act. 
This section of the bill could be 
interpreted to apply to any patron 
of a place of business who refuses 
to be waited on by an employee : 
who is a member of a minority 5 
group. By doing so the patron is 
putting pressure on the employer , 
to discharge the employee. 
“Penalties for violation of the 
act consist of fines ranging be­ 
tween $100 and $1,000 or imprison­ 


ment of not more than one year or 
both. 
“A commission is to be estab­ 
lished to enforce the provisions of 
the act. This commission can hold 
hearings, 
issue 
regulations 
and 
promote an education program de­ 
signed 
to 
eliminate 
prejudices. 
After the commission has held a 
hearing, its order is to be enforced 
by the local courts. These courts 
will have the power to review the 
orders of the commission if proper 
steps are Uken by the party desir­ 
ing this review. 
“An appropriation of $600,000 is 
contemplated as the maximum ex­ 
penditure required to finance this 
commission for the t w o - y e a r 
period. 
"In my opinion the act is based 
on the fundamental concepts of 
Christian fellowship and is for that 
reason a proper and fitting regu­ 
lation for society to adopt. It is 
unfortunate that we must be or­ 
dered to practice this fellowship 
for it would undoubtedly be more 
effective if we oracticed it volun­ 
tarily. But if the evil practices that 
do exist must be outlawed it is de­ 
sirable that all society be con­ 
trolled by the law and not just a 
few. 
, . 
"The one objection that I have 
to the adoption of this act is the 
fact that one more administrative 
tribunal is created. This in turn re­ 
quires an additional expense to 
our government. There was a time 
when our courts alone enforced 
the laws of our government and 
they could do so yet if it were not 
a proper custom to create theae 
adm inistrative agencies.”
